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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
20, 2004 has been entered. In this request, the amendment filed July 30, 2004 has 
been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In response to the amendment received July 30, 2004: 

a. Claims 1-11 and 13-20 are pending; 

b. The 112 rejections in the previous office action have been withdrawn in 
light of the amendments to the claims. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 19 is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrases 
"performing targeted cooling a targeted cooling of raises improper grammatical issues. 
The claim has been interpreted as - performing targeted cooling of- and if this 
interpretation is correct, Applicant is advised to amend the claim to reflect this and 
overcome the grammatical issues. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112:

The specification shall conclude with one or more clainns particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Clainns 1-1 1 and 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

6. The term "targeted cooling" in claims 1-1 1 and 13-20 is a relative term which 
renders the claim indefinite. The term "targeted" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. The scope and extent of this term is unclear and the specification fails to 
define any such term with particular clarity.
